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IhfTRODUCTION 


Medical  Certification 


The  purpose  of  this  report  1b  to  compile,  In  accessi- 
ble form,  data  regarding  vital  events  and  morbidity.  The 
report  Is  primarily  a  reference  volume,  therefore,  analysis 
and  interpretation  have  been  kept  to  a  minimum.  Informa- 
tion published  herein  is  limited  to  that  felt  to  be  of  gen- 
eral Interest.  In  most  cases,  more  detailed  Information  is 
available  upon  request. 

The  sources  of  data  shovm  in  the  tabulations  of  this 
report  are  records  collected  by  the  Montana  Board  of  Health- 
These  Include  certificates  of  birth,  death,  and  fetal  death 
(stillbirth)  and  records  of  marriage,  divorce,  and  morbidity. 


LmiTATIONS  OF  THESE  DATA 

Completeness  of  Registration  and  Reporting 

•  Few  restrictions  need  be  Imposed  upon  the  interpreta- 
tion of  tabulations  of  birth  and  death  data  in  this  repcrt 
because  of  incompleteness.  Completeness  of  birth  registra- 
tion in  Montana  was  tested  in  1950  as  a  part  of  a  nation- 
wide study  made  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  This  showed 
Montana's  registration  of  births  to  be  99. 55^  complete.  Reg- 
istration of  deaths  is  felt  to  be  more  complete.  A  death 
certificate  must  be  filed  in  Montana  before  a  permit  for 
burial  or  removal  can  be  issued. 

No  measure  of  the  completeDess  of  reporting  of  fetal 
deaths  (stillbirths)  is  available.  A  more  laiportant  limita- 
tion to  consider  in  Interpreting  data  on  this  subject  is: 
The  variation  among  the  several  states  as  to  the  definition 
of  what  constitutes  a  fetal  death. 

Original  records  of  marriage  and  divorce  are  not  filed 
in  this  office.  It  does  file  original  birth  and  death  certi- 
ficates. Transcripts,  containing  selected  items  of  informa- 
tion on  the  original  marriage  and  divorce  records,  are  made 
by  local  Clerks  of  Court  to  be  filed  in  this  office.  No 
formal  tests  of  completeness  have  been  made  on  this  report- 
ing. Experience  suggests  that  marriages  and  divorces  are 
reported  as  completely  as  births  and  deaths. 


Very  few  records  are  filed  for  events  that  occurred  in 
the  year  covered  by  this  report  that  are  not  included  In 
these  tabulations.  All  records  for  I96I  which  were  received 
during  that  year  or  by  April  10,  19^2,  are  Included  In  this 
report.  Records  received  after  this  deadline  are  not  includ- 
ed In  these  tabulations.  Such  records  constitute  a  small 
fraction  of  one  percent  of  all  types  of  records. 

Geographic  Allocation 

Births  and  deaths  may  be  tabulated  by  place  of  occur- 
rence or  by  place  of  residence  of  the  person  involved.  For 
deaths,  the  place  of  residence  Is  the  usual  residence  of  the 
decedent.  For  births,  the  usual  residence  of  the  child  is 
the  same  as  that  of  the  mother. 

Interstate  exchange  of  transcripts  of  certificates 
for  persons  whose  residence  was  in  a  state  other  than  the 
one  in  which  the  event  occurred  permits  tabulation  by  place 
of  residence.  Titles  of  tables  in  this  report  indicate 
whether  the  data  are  by  residence  or  occurrence. 

Deaths  in  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions, 
are  allocatea  to  the  place  of  previous  residence,  ret;ardles8 
of  the  length  of  stay  in  the  institution. 


Causes  of  death  reported  on  death  certificates  are 
classified  according  to  the  Seventh  Revision  of  the  Interna- 
tional Statistical  Classification  of  DiseaBesTTnJuries,  and 
Causes  of  Death.  This  system,  established  by  international 
agreement,  attempts  to  allocate  death  to  what  the  attending 
physician  considers  to  be  the  underlylna  cajae.  It  also 
serves  to  obtain  information  on  the  causal  and  chronological 
sequence  of  events  leading  to  death.  It  consists  of  two 
parts  with  space  for  indicating  the  Interval  between  onset 
and  death  for  each  condition.  Part  I  is  used  for  reporting 
the  causes  leading  directly  to  death.  Part  II  is  used  for 
reporting  any  other  important  diseases  or  conditions  that 
influenced  the  course  of  the  Illness  unfavorably,  thus  con- 
tributing to  the  fatal  outcome,  but  which  were  not  related 
to  the  disease  or  condition  reported  on  line  (a)  as  the  im- 
mediate cause  of  death.  To  Illustrate,  medical  certifica- 
tion might  read  as  follows ; 

Part  I.   Death  was  caused  by: 

Bnmediate  cause  (a)  esophageal  varcles  (ruptured)  2  hours 

Due  to  (b)  cirrhosis  of  the  liver  2  years 

Due  to  (c)  alcoholism  years 


Part  II. 


Diabetes  mellitus 


This  death  would  be  assigned  to  International  List 
rubric  322.1  (chronic  alcoholism). 

Deaths  are  classified  under  this  philosophy  whenever 
possible. 

Exceptions  must  be  made  when  the  underlying  cause  is 
not  apparent  from  the  certification  and  when  clarification 
cannot  be  secured.  In  these  Instances,  a  system  of  rules  is 
applied  to  select  the  probable  underlying  cause. 

Age  and  Race 

Classification  of  vital  events  by  age  and  race  intro- 
duces difficulties  because  of  Incorrect  entries. 

A  common  error  in  the  reporting  of  age  is  evident  in 
the  frequent  reporting  of  ages  ending  in  0  and  5.  Theory 
suggests  this  to  be  due  to  a  tendency  for  persons  to  round 
their  ages.  In  addition.  It  is  felt  that  persons  under  21 
and  those  In  the  older  age  groups  have  a  tendency  to  over 
state  their  age.  An  attempt  has  been  made  in  this  report 
to  offset  some  of  these  difficulties  by  grouping  ages.  In 
this  way,  the  overstatement  of  ages  ending  in  0  and  5  is 
grouped  in  with  the  understatement  of  ages  ending  in  other 
digits. 

The  tabulation  of  vital  events  by  race  has  limitations 
where  persons  of  mixed  blood  are  involved.  In  general,  the 
statement  of  race  on  the  certificate  reflects  the  opinion 
of  the  informant.  It  does  not  necessarily  follow  any  pre- 
scribed rules  for  the  reporting  of  race.  Information  on 
race  presented  In  this  report  is  shown  simply  as  "white"  and 
"other".  This  makes  It  possible  to  classify  all  but  a  few 
deaths,  and  there  is  little  confusion  with  concepts  of  na- 
tionality, country  of  orgin  of  parants  or  other  character- 
istics. In  the  racial  classification  used  In  this  report, 
white  Includes  "Mexican." 

Population  Estimates 

The  population  estimates  shown  In  Table  2k  hawas  their 
base  the  Federal  Census  taken  as  of  April  1,  I96O. 

The  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census  has  estimated 
the  total  population  of  Montana  as  682,000  as  of  July  1, 
1961.  The  1961  population  estimates  for  Montana  Counties 
were  prepared  by  allocating  this  State  total  to  the  56 
counties.  A  component  method  of  population  estimation  was 
used  utilizing  school  census  data  as  a  measure  of  net  mlgro- 
tlon. 


Age-Adjuated  Death  Rates 

The  crude  death  rate  is  the  most  convenient  and  moei, 
widely  used  measure  of  the  force  of  mortality  between  geo- 
graphic areas.  There  Is,  however,  a  certain  amount  of  risk 
Involved  In  using  crude  death  rates  In  making  such  compari- 
sons. The  reason  Is  that  there  Is  variation  between  the  pop- 
ulations of  geographic  areas  In  terms  of  age,  race,  and  sex. 
The  effect  of  varying  sex  and  race  ccmposltloreupon  the  com- 
parability of  the  crude  death  rate  Is  seldom  as  Important  as 
that  of  age  differences.  The  force  of  mortality  changes  to 
a  far  greater  degree  with  age  than  It  does  with  sex  or  race. 

What  Is  needed  then,  is  a  statistic  which  provides  a 
means  whereby  one  may  make  comparisons  of  the  force  of  mor- 
tality among  counties  with  the  effect  of  varying  age  ccmpo- 
Bltlon  token  Into  account.  This  may  be  done  through  the  use 
of  age-adjusted  death  rates. 

The  construction  of  age-adjusted  death  rates  requires 
Information  on  the  age  distribution  of  populations.  For  this 
reason.  It  Is  possible  to  compute  age-adjusted  death  rates  In 
Montana  only  for  years  when  a  Federal  Census  Is  taken.  This 
Is  the  only  time  when  reliable  Information  on  the  age  dis- 
tribution of  the  population  of  counties  Is  available. 

The  coxinty  age -adjusted  death  rates  shown  In  this  report 
have  been  computed  for  the  three-year  period  1959-61-  This 
Is  necessary  because  the  small  populations  of  some  Montana 
counties  make  the  calculation  of  death  rates  based  on  the 
few  deaths  which  occur  In  a  single  year  subject  to  large  er- 
rors through  the  operation  of  "chance"  factors  alone.  IdeaJJji 
the  population  Information  used  should  be  centered  at  the 
midpoint  of  this  period;  namely,  July  1,  i960.  The  Federal 
Census  was  taken  as  of  April  1,  196O;  hence,  there  is  a 
three-month  error.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  that  any  sig- 
nificant change  in  the  age  composition  of  county  populations 
wotild  occur  in  this  three-month  period;  hence,  the  age- 
adjusted  death  rates  should  not  seriously  be  affected  by  thto 
departure  from  the  ideal  procedure. 
KCTES  OB  1961 

BIRTHS  -  There  were  17,368  births  to  mothers  who  were  resl- 
aents  of  Montana.  The  crude  birth  rate  is  25.5  births  per 
thousand  estimated  population.  This  Is  the  lowest  birth  rate 
experienced  in  ML;itana  since  I9U6  (2U.6).  We  see  no  real 
indication,  however,  that  this  decrease  in  the  birth  rate 
indicates  a  return  to  the  lower  birth  rates  of  the  pre-World 
War  II  period. 

There  were  more  male  births  than  female  births.  This 
is  usual;  however,  the  ratio  for  I961  was  higher  than  hos 
been  experienced  in  recent  years.  There  were  9,009  boys  and 
8.359  girls  or  108  boys  for  every  100  girls,.  The  ratio  for 
the  previous  seven  year  period  is  lOU. 

The  vast  majority  (99. "»  percent)  of  babies  born  In 
Montana  in  I961  were  born  in  a  hospital  eind  attended  by  a 
physician.  Only  66  births  were  attended  by  mldwives.  Over 
99  percent  of  Montana  births  have  occurred  in  hospitals 
since  195U. 

There  were  600  children  born  out-of-wedlock  In  I961. 
This  is  37  more  than  in  i960  and  represents  3.5  percent  of 
all  births.  The  percentage  of  births  occurring  out-of-wedlock 
has  increased  steadily  since  1953.  In  that  year  there  were 
291  or  1.8  percent. 


DEATHS  -  Deaths  claimed  6,338  Montana  residents  In  1961. 
The  crude  death  rate  is  9-3  per  thouscmd  population.  This  is 
the  lowest  crude  death  rate  experienced  InMontana  since  192'* 
when  the  rate  was  9.I  The  lower  rates  In  the  early  1920'b 
are  due  to  the  younger  age  distribution  of  the  population  In 
those  years. 

The  four  leading  causes  of  death  continue  to  be  heart 
disease  (35-85t),  cancer  (I5.2^t),  vascular  lesions  affecting 
central  nervous  system  {9-Si>)i  and  accidents  (8.2^).  These 
four  causes  account  for  over  two-thirds  of  all  deaths. 


IMFAOT  tEATHS  -  The  Infant  death  rate  for  I96I  was  23, k 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age  per  thousand  live  births .  Of 
the  kkl  infant  deaths,  319  or  72  percent  occurred  during  the 
first  27  days  of  life. 

FETAL  DEATHS  (StillblrthE)  -  The  fetal  death  ratio  for  I96I 
was  11.2  fetal  deaths  per  thousand  live  births.  This  Is 
slightly  higher  than  the  ratio  for  i960  (10. 9)  which  was  the 
previous  record  low. 

MATERNAL  DEATHS  -  Two  Montana  mothers  died  from  causes  certi- 
fied as  due  to  ccmplications  of  pregnancy,  childbirth,  and  the 
puerperlun.   This   is  a  rate  of  1.2  deaths  per  10,000  live 
births.   In  1956  Montana  also  had  only  two  maternal  deaths. 
In  all  other  years  the  number  has  been  higher. 

MARRIAGES  -  There  were  ^636  marriages  In  Montana  in  I96I. 
This  is  the  lowest  number  rf  marriages  reported  since  central 
reporting  of  marriages  was  inaugurated  in  19'*3'  The  rate, 
8.3  marriages  per  thousand  population,  is  also  the  lowest  on 
record. 

DIVORCE  -  There  were  2,03U  marital  dissolutions  in  Montana 
in  1961.  Of  these,  1,922  were  divorces  and  112  were  annul- 
ments. The  rate,  3.0  iiorltal  dissolutions  per  thousand  pop- 
ulation, is  the  same  as  that  for  i960. 


First-born  children  accounted  for  2U.0  percent  of  the 
total  births  in  I961.   This  Is  an  decrease  of  0.5  percent 
from  i960.   The  percentages  of  second  and  third-born  child- 
ren also  decreased  slightly;  however,  the  number  of  fourth- 
born  children  increased  from  13.7  to  lU.2  percent.
